He Is one of 
the few persons living who stumped 
California for Gen. John C. Fremont. 
He was a great friend of Fremont, and 
was his legal representative in settling 
up his Mariposa estate, m California. 


"He was sent by Nevada as her first 


representative In Congress. Nye and 
Stewart came along at the same time as 
Senators. When Grant was in Cali- 
fo'rnia, long before tbe war, he became 
acquainted with Worthington. 
The 


friendship that sriiing up between 
them in the golden state was severed 
only by. Grant's death. 


"President Johnson appointed Worth- 
ington'to a South American mission. 
Later* he was recalled, and Grant ap- 
ohtted 'him collector of the port of 
Charleston, S. C. He is a native of 
South Carolina. The people of the 
palmetto state sent him to Congress, 
oo. 
-"Worthington was m Ford's Theater 
.he night that President Lincoln' was 
shot, and h* was a witness at'the trials 
__ the assassins. He had been with the 
President at the Whifc House in the 
afternoon. "He speads much time in 
Washington, and it is always a rare 
treat to meet and converse with him."

I am un- 
able to state how much of this was due 
to intimidation and forcible impress- 
ment into the army by the so-called 
Philippine republic, but from state 
nients of some few -who have returned 
aod from the fact that nearly all of 
tnose who live in tbe coal lighters and 
turrets that are under our immediate 
protection have remained, it would ap- 
pear that intimidation was a large factor 
in the disappearance t f tbe workmen. 
It is well-known thutAguinaldo's govern- 
ment is a veritable military despotism.

PEACE RATIFIED. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The condi-

Spain. The principal ceremony of the 
lay occurred in the reception room of 
he White house. The ,sigoing of the 
protocol exchange occurred at 3:28 p. 
M., Ambassacor Cambon signing for 
Spain and Secretary Hay for the United 
vStates. The protocol is in French and 
briefly recites tbe circumstances lea-ling 
up to • the exchange. Tbe president 
took from the tiesk_the American copy 
of the treaty and handed it to Ambus- 
8 -dor C*mbon. At the same time the 
Muter handed to the president tbe Span- 
ish copy of the treaty. Both copies are 
handsomely embossed and bound in 
morocco. The men differentially bowed 
43 they received from each other this 
final pledge of peace.
